Too  Many  School  Books. 

The  annual  report  of  the  agent  of  the 
Massachusets  Board  of  Education,  con- 
tains many  useful  hints  and  suggestions. 
The  following  paragraph  points  out  an 
evil  that  cannot  be  too  soon  or  radically 
treated  : 

Classes  are  multiplied  by  studying  too 
many  serial  books  on  the  same  subject. 
In  many  cases  the  prescribed  list  includes 
a  series  of  three  geographies,  threo  arith- 
metics and  three  grammers.  I  question 
the  wisdom  of  requiring  scholars  to  pur- 
sue the  same  branch  in  three  different 
books,  to  learn  the  same  rules  and  facts  in 
three  different  forms  or  statement,  involv- 
ing waste  of  time,  if  not  confusion  of 
ideas.  Instead  of  working  throu^-h  the 
primary,  intermediate,  common  school 
and  high  school  books,  whether  geogra- 
phy, grammer  or  arithmetic,    let   them

The  Grand  Old  Army  of  the  Totomac. 

The  Army  of  the  Potomac  has   done 
its  work.     It  has    captured   Richmond, 
t  has  demolished  Lee.     Its  unparalleled 
rials  have  been  rewarded  by   unparallel 
ed  success.     What  a   history   since  that 
May  night,  four  years  ago,  when   Sher 
man  crossed  his    advance   battery    over 
the  long  Bridge  into  the   •'sacred  soi 
What  chat^ters  of  bloody    grapple,   of 
toilsome  marches,   of    weary  beleaguer- 

raent. 

This  army,  from  the  beginning  has 
preserved  its  identity  like  no  other  of  the 
national  foices.  The  elements  of  all  the 
other  armies  have  been  continually 
changing  by  transfers  from  one  line  of 
operations  to  another.  The  Army  of  the 
Potomac  has  had  but  one  object,  has 
operated  but  in  one  field,  has  been  kept 
substantially  undivided,  and  has  acquir- 
ed a  peculiar  compactness  of  organiza- 
tion and  unity  of  spirits.  It  baa  always 
occupied  the  foreground  of  the  war,  and 
all  brilliant  exploits  elsewhere  could  but 
momentarily  draw  the  public  eye  from 
it.  Everybody  felt  that  on  iu  strong 
right  arm  mainly  depended    the    fate    of 

the  nation. 

Perhaps  no  army  in  history  ever  had 
a  more  difficult  task.  The  great  work 
committed  to  the  Army  of  tho  Potomac 
was  to  capture  the  rebel  capital.  This 
spot  could  only  bo  reached  through  a 
hostile  country  made  up  of  hill  and  glens, 
and  deep  rivers,  and  woods,  and  swamps.

Prof.  Agassiz  and  party  leave  New 
York  to-day  in  the  Pacific  Mail  Steam; 
ship  Company's  new  steamer  Colorado, 
3,195  tons,  on  the  way  to  South  Amer- 
ica. The  Professor's  principal  object  is 
to  collect  facts  for  the  purpose  of  test- 
ing his  glacial  theory.  This  theory  i«. 
in  substance,  that  at  some  past  period  in 
the  geological  ages,  a  very  large  part  of 
the  earth  was  long  covered  with  two  vnst 
caps  or  saucers  of  snoW  and  ice,  center- 
ed at  the  poles,  laping  far  down  toward 
the  equator,  and  perhaps  in  many  parts 
12,000  or  15.000  thick,  it  is  to  trace 
records  of  their  work,  or  to  compare 
them  with  the  glaciers  of  to-day,  that 
the  expedition  goes,  and  it  will  also 
make  as  extensive  investigations  and 
bring  home  as  extensive  collections  as 
possible  in  zoology  and  other  natural 
sciences.
